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MORE than a year after 
Yourcanterbury exclusively rev¬ 
ealed plans to stage next year’s 
panto in a giant 'big top’, tickets 
this weekend went on sale. 

As this year’s pantomime Snow White got 
under way at the Marlowe Theatre on 
Saturday, eager fans have already started 
snapping up seats 
for Peter Pan in its 
unusual setting. 

Theatre chiefs 
say plans are “95 
per cent finalised” 
to see next year’s 
extravaganza sta¬ 
ged in a circus- 
style tent at the 
Kingsmead coach 
park. The novel 
setting will allow 
the traditional 
money-spinner to go ahead despite plans to 
shut the existing Marlowe in March so work 
can begin on the new building. 

And with capacity set to be slightly lower 
than usual, the clamour for tickets is likely to 
be intense. 

Development director John Baker said: “We 
are already getting enquiries from parties 
about block booking for next year, and between 
50 and 60 tickets have already been sold. 

“I like to put the tickets for next year’s per¬ 
formance up for sale in the opening week, and 
it was nice to look at the sales database on 
Monday and see some had already been sold. 

“I think people enjoyed Snow White and

The rest of the food came from 
Kent Frozen Foods while Acme 
Catering Company supplied all the 
crockery and cutlery. 

The team of chefs spent much of 
the Sunday evening chopping up 
vegetables and cooking the meat to 
speed up the service on the day. 

The dinner, which started at 3pm 
at St Peter’s Hall in Canterbury, was 
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served by helpers from St Peter’s 
Church and friends of Mr Meyritz, 
who also helped clear away the 
plates and decorate the hall. 

A Christmas tree and other decora¬ 
tions added a festive air along with 
crackers for all the diners. 

Speaking at the beginning of the 
event on Monday, Mr Meyritz said: 
“So far we’ve had about 15-20 people 
through the door. It’s great to see 
smiles on faces.

Architect says council 
has embraced design

thought they would book immediate¬ 
ly for next year.” 

Theatre director Mark Everett said 
he was already thinking about the 
first year’s programme for the new- 
look Marlowe in 2011, with the first big 
bookings expected to be made next year. 

He said: “We are confident the the¬ 
atre is going to open in September 
2011. We have worked out the 
timetable in great detail with contin¬ 
gencies built in. To get the really big 
touring companies - the musicals, 
opera and ballet - you need to book 
one or two years in advance.” 

On Monday, award-winning archi¬ 
tect Keith Williams revealed detailed 
plans of the project, which will 
include several innovative materials 
designed to make Canterbury’s new 
theatre a unique and iconic building. 

The controversial flytower will be 
covered in taught stainless steel 
mesh, held away from a waterproof 
coating of aluminium sheeting. 

Mr Williams said: “The appearance 
of the flytower will change with the 
weather. When it is bright it will have 
a shimmering quality, while on dark¬ 
er days it will appear duller.” 

Mr Williams said the pointed design 
of the tower aims to make the flytow¬ 
er - used to store equipment for 
larger productions - a more elegant 
structure rather than “a lump”. 

The theatre itself will be clad in 
pale re-cast stone with colonnades 
leading people into a three-storey 
glass frontage. 

Embraced 

Mr Williams said: “It is a deliberate¬ 
ly modem building for the 21st centu¬ 
ry. It is a building for the future. 

“Unlike some local authorities, 
Canterbury council has embraced the 
idea cities change and grow, and have 
a future as well as a past.” 

The Second Space - the Marlowe’s 
smaller auditorium - will be clad in 
dark pre-oxidised copper panels. 

Mr Williams said: “This will give the 
Second Space a dark, red-purplish 
hue, making it stand out from the 
more neutral colours used in the rest 
of the building.” 

Mr Williams said the specially treat¬ 
ed panels will hold their colour for at 
least 25 years, and will not go green. 

The Marlowe Theatre will close on 
March 22 next year, and building work 
is expected to start soon afterwards. 

Tenders are currently out for the 
project and council bosses will spend 
the next few weeks semtinising the 
tender reports as they come back 
from building contractors. 

However, there will be casualties if 
the scheme goes ahead as planned. 

A number of staff will be made 
redundant, while council chiefs have 
confirmed they will not be afraid to 
defer the project if the current eco¬ 
nomic crisis puts a squeeze on the 
city’s spending plans.

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One year on...finally 
bar building is safe 


Expert: Popular 
site could have 
have been scene 
of 'catastrophe' 
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EXCLUSIVE 
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THE building housing a popular 
city centre bar could have collapsed 
at any moment according to experts 
from Canterbury council. 

And only now, a year on, has the building 
been made safe. 

Surveyors inspecting 7 Margaret’s Street - 
which used to be part of the Slatters Hotel - 
late last year were horrified to discover the 
state of the building, and immediately told the 
tenants, Ha! Ha!, to evacuate the premises. 

Since then the Grade II listed building has 
been propped up with heavy-duty supports and 
added to the district’s list of buildings at risk 
where it is classified ‘structurally unstable’. 

Senior surveyor Oliver Chapman was one of 
the officers who first realised the danger. 

He said: “I was actually involved in surveying 
the top floor as part of the issues we were hav¬ 
ing with the Slatters Hotel at the time when I

realised the catastrophic nature of the issue. 

“How it was still standing is beyond me. We 
told the people using the ground floor that they 
had to leave, for their own safety more than 
anything. 

“I don’t know how it was still standing. It 
could have fallen in to the street at any time, 
which obviously would have been catastrophic.” 

The Bay Restaurant Group which own the Ha! 
Ha! brand is now suing the owners of the lease¬ 
hold for lack of maintenance, which has seen their 
Canterbury business closed for more than a year. 

A spokesman for the company said: ‘We are 
well aware of the condition of the building and 
the site has been closed for more than a year. 

‘We are taking legal action against the land¬ 


lord for the lack of repair and due to this legal 
action we are unable to comment further.” 

Although the building is now deemed safe 
with the heavy-duty supports in place, it is esti¬ 
mated that repair costs may run to as much as 
£500,000. 

And there is little end in sight as the legal 
wrangling continues, although Canterbury 
council is hopeful the building will be restored 
over the next couple of years. 

Until then, the supports will stay in place and 
the city can breathe a sigh of relief that the 
danger was caught in time. 

The owners of the leasehold were unable to be 
contacted by Yourcanterbury at the time of 
going to press. 


Parade in city for 
5 Scots 'freedom 7 


SOLDIERS from the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots) will be 
granted the freedom of the city at a cere¬ 
mony in Canterbury on Sunday. 

Hundreds of soldiers from the battal¬ 
ion will celebrate the award with a 
parade through the city, where they are 
based at Howe Barracks. 

They will join a select group of people 
to have received the historic honour, 
including the Prince of Wales, Lord 
Carey of Clifton, who was Archbishop of 
Canterbury until 2002, and former 
Beirut hostage Terry Waite. 

Captain Stevie Rae, spokesman for 5 
Scots, said: “In our time here the people 
of Canterbury have made us feel 
extremely welcome and we look forward 
to being able to build further relation¬ 
ships with the local community.” 

Cpt Rae said that the parade would be 
made up of the battalion’s five troop com¬ 
panies, accompanied by pipes and drums 
and led by the regimental mascot 
Cruchan III, a Shetland Pony. 

He added: “About 550 soldiers will 
march with fixed bayonets, colours flying 
and the pipes and drums playing.”

Work stopped 
by inspectors 
due to safety 

FOUR businesses were told work 
must stop immediately due to safe¬ 
ty concerns amid the latest inspec¬ 
tions by Health and Safety officials. 

As part of a county wide campaign 
to highlight safety concerns, officers 
visited 19 sites in Canterbury. There 
they issued four improvement 
notices and four prohibition notices, 

A prohibition notice means 
that work activity must stop imme¬ 
diately due to the risk of serious 
personal injury. 

An improvement notice requires 
safety standards to be improved. 

The move by Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) inspectors and 
local authority enforcement officers 
is part of the Common Approach to 
Kent Enterprise (CAKE) initiative. 

Since the campaign began in 
November, 338 premises have been 
inspected across the county and 86 
notices have been issued. 

Mike Walters, principal inspector 
for the HSE in Kent, said: 
“Unfortunately, some premises vis¬ 
ited had such poor health and safe¬ 
ty standards on site that formal 
enforcement action had to be taken. 

“Dutyholders, in some premises, 
were putting workers at significant 
risk of injury or ill-health which is 
disappointing.” 


Change in law for 
lapdance club not 
needed says owner 


LAPDANCING club Scribes has 
spoken out over tighter regulation of 
venues offering exotic dancing. 

The Local Government Association 
is calling for lapdance 
clubs to be reclassified as 
‘sex encounter establish¬ 
ments’, which would 
make it harder for clubs to 
open in particular areas. 

This would mean 
prospective clubs would 
have to go through the 
lengthier, more expensive 
planning process rather 
than simply adhere to 
licensing regulations as 
happens currently. 

The popular city centre 
club in King Street was 
the first of its kind in the 
city and owner Wesley 
Wilson argues that after enjoying 
three trouble-free years he has 
proved that a change in the law is 
unnecessary. 

Mr Wilson: “There are already 


regulations in place and all they are 
talking about doing is reclassifying it. 

“The council would still police it, 
and the only difference would be the 
additional cost to the clubs 
- up to £5,000 a year. 

‘We are a small club, it 
only seats about 30 peo¬ 
ple and we’ve worked 
hard building it up to 
where we are today. 

‘We were the first in 
the area and we sat 
round a table with the 
council and set out the 
rules we would operate 
under. Since then there’s 
been no trouble of any 
kind - I’ve got a clean bill 
of health.” 

Mr Wilson’s comments 
echo those of London club 
owner Peter Stringfellow who said 
that councils should concentrate on 
closing down bad clubs rather than 
tightening legislation for the law 
abiding majority.

Why Gregory's Girl is still 
top of the class for many

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CULT classic Gregorys Girl is the 
greatest school movie of all time, 
according to a leading authority on 
film and TV at Christ Church 
University. 

But his vote was not enough to lift it into the 
top spot in a major nationwide survey of the 
best school-based movies ever made. 

A recent poll carried out by Teachers’ TV - a 
digital channel aimed at educators - was 
topped by Dead Poets’ Society starring Robin 
Williams, but Dr Ken Fox, a principal lecturer 
of film, radio and television in the department 
of media, says 1981 classic Gregory’s Girl 
remains his personal favourite. 

Dr Fox said: “It is difficult not to break 
into a smile every time I think of Gregory’s 
Girl. It is such a wonderful, gentle comedy of 
adolescent manners. 

“I’m delighted to see it on the all-time school 
movies list. What makes the film such a great 
school movie is that in the best sense 
Gregory’s Girl is less about school as an insti¬ 
tution and more about how school is part of 
the network of contact points for the adoles¬ 
cent hormonal revolution to take place. 

“The film is done with such wit and charm 
that it works like a bittersweet memory of our 
own secondary school days when unrequited 
love was the only thing on the curriculum.” 

Gregory’s Girl made a star of John Gordon 
Sinclair, as it charted his efforts to win the 
heart of classmate Dorothy. It also starred 
Altered Images and Red Dwarf star Clare 
Grogan. 

Dr Fox, who is a doing a research project 
on how teaching is represented in films, 
was asked to contribute to Teachers’ TV’s 
Top Ten Great School Movies programme 


which will be screened on December 9. 

Speaking about his research, Dr Fox said: 
“The project, run jointly with Dr Andrew 
Lambirth from the department of primary 
education, is an exploration of the ways in 
which teaching practices are represented 
through film. 

‘We look at how the art of teaching can 
be challenged and developed by dramatic 


representations of teaching, learning and 
knowledge.” 

Trainee teacher, Stephanie Renn, who 
is currently studying a PGCE at the univer¬ 
sity, was also interviewed as part of the 
programme. 

She flagged up Grease as her all time 
favourite school film, ranked number seven in 
the overall league table.

VISITORS to the Horsebridge 
Centre in Whitstable were seeing 
red last Saturday with a unique 
live photographic event to docu¬ 
ment those with ginger hair. 

The man behind the project, entitled Red 
Headz, is local photographer Tim Stubbings. 

A commercial photographer by trade, Mr 
Stubbings - a red head himself - has long 
wanted to investigate the unique coloration 
and plans an exhibition based on Saturday’s 
session for summer next year. 

He said: “People have asked me whether 
this is some sort of ginger crusade, but it’s 
not. I’m just a photographer looking for a per¬ 
sonal project to do, and as a red head myself, 
I’ve always wanted to record the hair colour 
as it’s not an everyday subject. 

“We are a minority in the population. Also, 
if you believe what the scientists say, geneti¬ 
cally we’re a dying breed so I think it’s impor¬ 
tant to document red hair. 

“It’s amazing what I have discovered 
about red heads since starting this project. 
There is no such thing as a typical ‘red’ 
head; there is a massive amount of variation 
in shade and colour. 

“Red heads are always getting tom into, 
getting called ginger nut and carrot top at

school and things like that. And only three 
per cent of the population have red hair, so 
it’s even more important to record it.” 

The event also brought in the experts from 
two other Whitstable businesses. Robert 
Mitchell Hair Studio supplied the stylist for 
the shoot, as well as offering colouring 
expertise, and luxury chocolatiers Coco 
offered gallery visitors sizzling red-hot chilli 
chocolate goodies. 

Mr Stubbings is one of Canon UK's pre¬ 
ferred suppliers of corporate photography, 
and his commercial clients include design 
and PR agencies, local government, charities 
and universities. 

A finalist of the 2004 London Photographic 
Awards, he launched his professional career 
in the early 1990s after graduating from the 
University of Kent. The live session coincides 
with Mr Stubbing’s current exhibition which 
ends today at the Horsebridge Centre, enti¬ 
tled Retrospective. 

As the name suggests, the display looks 
back over a whole variety of work, with a 
mixture of people, seascapes, landscapes 
and documentary photos taken over the 
last few years.

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Dustmen overcome 
by poisonous fumes 

DUSTBIN men on their round in Beltinge 
were hospitalised last week after suffering a 
reaction to vapours given off when a bin was 
emptied into a dustcart. 

The two men were later released with no 
lasting injury, but the poisoning has 
prompted an angry response from the city’s 
waste managers. Especially as it forced the 
dustcart off the road for several days to be 
decontaminated. 

The council’s street scene manager, Chris 
Wallis, said: “Although the cause of the 
vapours is unknown, we think it was the 
result of a reaction between bleach and an 
acidic compound. 

“We’d like to remind people that liquids 
should not be put into wheelie bins, especial¬ 
ly those whose containers carry the haz¬ 
ardous waste signs, such as bleach. The plas¬ 
tic containers these liquids come in can be 
put into the clear recycling sacks, provided 
they have been thoroughly washed out.” 

The dustcart had to be decontaminated 
and was off the road for a few days, causing 
some disruption to collections. 


Memorial service for 
Argyll sniper 'Jimmy' 

THE memorial service for Lance Corporal 
James Johnson, a soldier of 1st Battalion the 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders killed in 
action in Afghanistan, took place on Friday. 

The service took place at All Saints Church, 
Canterbury with 200 soldiers from his regi¬ 
ment marching to the church to mark the 
death of their comrade. 

LCpl James ‘Jimmy’ Johnson, who trained 
as a sniper, was killed on patrol when a 
mine exploded. 

Army colleagues described LCpl Johnson 
as “an extremely fit man who put others to 
shame with his ability to bum the candle at 
both ends and still perform.”

Train price hike hits 
travellers from city 

CANTERBURY commuters will be hit hard by 
rail fare rises in the new year. 

The price of a weekly season ticket to 
London will increase by £7.50 - a rise of 8.6 
per cent. This means a commuter travelling for 
a year will be £390 out of pocket. 

The rises are based on an agreement 
Southeastern made with the government in 
2006, where they are allowed to raise fees by 
the retail price index plus three per cent. 

At present this means Southeastern’s rail 
fares will increase by an average of eight per 
cent. However, this is an average increase - 
some fares will rise more than others, includ¬ 
ing the route from Canterbury. 

Southeastern also pointed out than in 
December 2009 passengers from Canterbury 
will have the option to use a new fast service 
to St Pancras which will take 61 minutes 
rather than the current average of 102 min¬ 
utes. However, passengers may have to pay up 
to 35 per cent extra to use the new line.

What is the history of the group? 


A The WEA began in 1903, at a time when 
there was no educational provision for 
working class adults. Democratic choice was 
established, whereby students have a say in 
the courses offered, that choice is continued 
through the branch programme to this day.

I began as tutor on a women and health 
course in Deal and I developed a communi¬ 
ty and health action programme in Dover.

What do you think adult courses offer to people? 


What sorts of courses are run by the WEA and how are 
They organised? 

The branch programme is organised by 
student volunteers who hold meetings in 
their localities to review the programme and 
decide what they want to offer in the future. It 
is then my role to provide professional tutors, 
and to oversee and support the programmes. 

The community programme in Kent 
includes health, wellbeing and parenting 
courses, some of which are accredited through 
the Open College Network. Alongside this pro¬ 
gramme we offer IT, numeracy, and literacy 
courses. We also offer courses to adults with 
learning difficulties. All of these courses are 
designed and adapted to meet the needs of 
particular groups. In addition, we have a 
workplace programme, offered in partnership 
with Unison, offering courses that meet the 
3 of specific groups of workers. 


Our branch programme offers people the 
chance to learn what they want to learn, in 
venues selected by their branch volunteers, 
with tutors who are experts in their particular 
fields. Many of our students have been with us 
for decades and are proud of the WEA tradi¬ 
tion of lifelong learning. 

Our community programme aims to reach 
people who may have had a negative experi¬ 
ence of school or live in disadvantaged areas. 
The first stage is normally confidence-build¬ 
ing, helping people identify and express their 
own needs and where they want to go. We then 
point our students towards progression routes, 
with the WEA or other learning providers. 

We have many examples of courses changing 
people’s lives. Every student completes an 
evaluation form so we are able to gauge how 
well they have learnt and how they have 
responded to the course.

What is the government's commitment to lifelong 
learning? 

The WEA is recognised and supported by 
central and local government. At present, 


the government is prioritising vocational 
courses, numeracy, literacy and skills for life 
courses. All at the WEA would like there to be 
more recognition of the social value of lifelong 
learning courses, which make up the majority 
of our branch programme and provide a life¬ 
line to many students. 

8 Is modern technology a help or hindrance to what you 
do? Do people really need to go on courses in this day 
age of the internet? 

Courses provide an opportunity for our stu¬ 
dents to meet like-minded people and 
share ideas. The internet provides a wealth of 
information but I don’t think it comes close to 
the experience of researching your subject by 
doing the foot-work and sharing it with a 
group of students, who are there because they 
want to be there. I am very worried about the 
isolation that is spreading among communi¬ 
ties, much of which can be attributed to over¬ 
reliance on technology. On balance, I would say 
modem technology is a great help but it can 
never replace the energy and social-interac¬ 
tion of a classroom.

Do you have any heroes that have inspired you in life? 


I was inspired by the community arts 
movement in the 1980s, and some of the 
tutors who taught me that, however skilled or 
knowledgeable we are, creativity is central to 
personal and social development. Unfort¬ 
unately this is hard to measure by ticking 
boxes and so it falls off the agenda all too often.

Gardeners go wild 
encouraging nature

MORE than 1,000 people across 
the county have signed up for the 
RSPB’s Home For Wildlife project 
- as the first results of this year’s 
survey are revealed. 

Some 25,000 gardeners nationwide have 
signed up to the scheme, which offers free, 
tailored wildlife-gardening advice to help peo¬ 
ple transform their homes and gardens into 
mini-nature reserves. 

And the county has proved one of the most 
enthusiastic embracers of the project, with 
only four other counties providing a higher 
number of participants. 

The RSPB’s Richard Bashford said: “Kent’s 
wildlife is increasingly reliant on our gardens 
for food, water and shelter, so it’s fantastic that 
people are so committed to making their 
homes and gardens wildlife-friendly. 

“Through Homes For Wildlife, we’re trying to 
reverse the alarming decline of familiar birds 
such as house sparrows, starlings and song 
thrushes. Large numbers of these birds make 
their homes in our gardens. 

“The time committed by Kent residents in 
taking action will help create a better future 
for them and other wildlife in the not-too- 
distant future.” 

Results show participants are carrying out 
an average of 12 tasks each to help frogs, 
toads, bats, insects, hedgehogs and birds. 

Providing seed mixes, growing flowering 
nectar-rich plants and planting dense thorny 
bushes are some of the most popular actions 
people have taken as part of the Homes For 
Wildlife project. 

Participants also counted birds, bats, bees, 
butterflies and bugs over the summer. 

Across Kent, about 70 per cent counted 
blackbirds’ nests. The snail was the creature 
most seen across the region, with an average 


of 13 per garden, one more than the national 
average. 

Other results reveal that about 80 per cent 
of gardens surveyed had frogs, around a third 
had toads, and half had newts. About half of 
the gardens participating in the region also 
had bats and hedgehogs. 

Kent was the only county in the South East 
to record the national average of five house 
sparrows per garden. All other counties in the 
region lagged behind with an average of three. 

Despite house sparrows remaining the most- 
seen bird in gardens, numbers have reduced by 
more than two-thirds over 30 years. Research 


suggests a lack of insects to feed young is con¬ 
tributing to declines. Homes For Wildlife par¬ 
ticipants are helping to combat this by encour¬ 
aging insects back into their gardens. 

Mr Bashford added: ‘We’ve made a fantastic 
start, but it’s really important that more 
people get involved. Now is a great time to 
think longer-term about turning your garden 
into a haven for wildlife. 

“The more people who sign up and take 
action, the bigger effect we will have. By tak¬ 
ing simple wildlife-friendly steps in our gar¬ 
dens, collectively we will make a real differ¬ 
ence for many Kent birds and other wildlife.”

Only businesses that pass strict tests are 
accepted on to the scheme. 

As well as general advice and guidance on 
disagreements, Consumer Direct can also 
advise on making complaints; refer a case 
to a local Trading Standards service; and 
explain more about issues such as war¬ 
ranties, refunds and buying on credit. You

PUPILS from Joy Lane Primary 
School have helped the Friends of 
Prospect Field choose a new logo 
for the community project in 
Whitstable. 

Prospect Field is an open space adjacent to 
the Joy Lane allotments, which provides a 
home for numerous animal and plant 
species. 

As part of the project, children were able to 
learn about the area, as well as the impor¬ 
tance of choosing a memorable logo which 
would inspire people to get involved in the 
Prospect Field project. 

With this in mind, the logo the children 
selected represents many helping hands and 
also resembles the grassland habitats found 
at the site. 

The site has stunning views over the coast 
to Sheppey and beyond, and the area is one 
of the few remaining semi-natural green 
spaces in Whitstable. 

The council says sensitive management of 
the site is required to ensure it is maintained 
as a haven for wildlife and as a valuable 
green link between Whitstable and 
Seasalter. 

Until about the 1950s Prospect Field and

the area around it was farmed. Since farm¬ 
ing declined in the area the site has devel¬ 
oped into scrub and grassland, becoming a 
valuable habitat for a range of wildlife. 

The logo was chosen at a special school 
assembly where the whole school voted for 
the winning design from a shortlist chosen 
by the Friends’ committee. 

The committee was formed following local 
interest in the site, and initial meetings were 
held in January 2008 to form the Friends 
group. 

Since then, the team has worked with the 
council to write the draft plan. 

The Prospect Field draft management plan 
was put together by the Friends and the city 
council outlines potential future projects 
to improve the site for both people and 
wildlife.

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Mountain of salt is 
ready for our roads

YOU heard it here first - our roads 
will be prepared for the traditional 
snow white-out this winter. 

At least that’s the brave claim by Kent 
Highway Services (KHS), which says by har¬ 
nessing precise forecasting, salt to tackle ice 
and snow on our roads “can now be laid at the 
right time, first time”. 

Which will be music to the ears of com¬ 
muters who all too often find that the first 
flurry of snow causes chaos to the main roads 
in the county, prompting complaints over why 
preparations were not made in advance. 

But this year 20,000 tonnes of salt has been 
stockpiled and 64 spreading vehicles across 
seven salting depots - including the new 
super-depot at Ashford - are ready to go out. 

A Kent Highways spokesman said: “Treat¬ 
ing the roads is based on detailed information 
and careful planning. When salting vehicles 
leave the depot, it’s the final stage in a process 
that starts with watching the weather.” 

Data is gathered from 14 stations around 
the county. The information includes road tem¬ 
perature, air temperature and moisture levels. 
Five of the stations also have cameras to mon¬ 
itor what the roads look like at any given time. 

The data is then gathered together by a 
meteorological company that merges it with a 


weather forecast dedicated to Kent’s roads. 
The resulting information is issued to KHS 
three times a day, and this is turned into a 
Kent road weather forecast, giving details of 
any salting action as necessary. 

The forecast categorises action into green, 
amber or red. Red alert means temperatures 
on the road will drop to freezing and the salt¬ 
ing crews will usually go out. A green forecast 
requires no salting action, while amber alerts 
salting crews action could be necessary and a 
further update will be issued. 

Kim Hills, head of community operations for 
KHS, said: “People think salting the roads is 
about rushing out when the first snowflake 


falls, but there’s a lot of planning involved to 
make sure we’re delivering the service as 
effectively and efficiently as possible. 

‘While Kent residents are tucked up in bed, 
we’re out and about laying salt at the right 
time to make sure Kent’s roads are as safe as 
possible in winter weather.” 

A spokesman added: “In the event of really 
bad weather, the crews move into a shift 
pattern to work around the clock and, for 
extreme weather, snow-ploughs can be quickly 
fitted to the front of salting vehicles. 

“KHS also maintains salt-bins around the 
county. These bins are currently being topped 
up with salt or replaced if damaged.” 


Family and friends 
give thanks for a 
'wonderful' man 

TRIBUTES were paid to former KCC 
leader Lord Sandy Bruce-Lockhart during 
a thanksgiving service at Canterbury 
Cathedral on Thursday. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart, who stepped down 
as council leader in 2005, died on August 14 
after a long battle with cancer. 

Hundreds of friends, family members, 
former colleagues and politicians gathered 
for the cathedral service. 

Michael Howard, MP for 
Folkestone and Hythe, said 
Lord Bruce-Lockhart had a 
“remarkable” political career. 

After the service, Labour 
MP Ruth Kelly described 
him as “absolutely wonder¬ 
ful”, adding she had a good 
working relationship with 
him, in spite of their differ- REMARKABLE: 
ent political backgrounds. Lord Sandy 
“He wanted to do what was Bruce-Lockhart 
right,” she said. 

Local government minister John Healey 
said: “He was a great figure in local govern¬ 
ment. In many ways he had so much more 
to offer to the country.” 

The service was led by the Very Rev 
Robert Willis, the Dean of Canterbury 
Cathedral, and there were readings by 
Harriet Creelman, Lord Bruce-Lockhart’s 
niece, and old friend Chris Gosling. 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart became a county 
councillor for Maidstone Rural East in 1989. 
He led KCC for eight years from 1997, was 
knighted in 2002, made chairman of the 
Local Government Association in 2004 and 
became a life peer in 2006. 

In 2007 he was appointed chairman of 
English Heritage.

There was none of this shopkeeper weighing 
up the bags business after carefully scooping a 


load of liquorice allsorts onto the scales. Oh no. 

Now you grabbed a paper sack and tipped as 
many chocolate buttons coated in hundreds 
and thousands, or - if you were after quality 
over quantity - those nice chocolate covered 
nuts, as you could and got in the queue. 

Then, while trying to act cool, you experi¬ 
enced that all important sensation which 
would occur again and again into adulthood. 
But that first time - well it was a particular 
type of stomach churning humiliation; discov¬ 
ering what you thought would cost one price 
actually cost about triple the amount. 

Still without an idea of the measurement 
system after the quarter confusion, I would 
shovel the sweets in willy-nilly, thinking to 
myself just how on earth could these cost more 
than the shiny 50p I clutched in my mitts. 

Lo and behold, a quick weigh and £1.29 
would flash up. Not a lot in today’s money, but 
practically a month’s (pocket) money then. 

Of course, I couldn’t bring myself to say “lis¬ 
ten, mate, I’ve misjudged this, I’m off to tip 
most of these back, oh, and I cannot believe 


you’re not being prosecuted for what is effec¬ 
tively daylight robbery”, no. Instead, I’d go red¬ 
der than the artificial colouring in the sweets 
and be forced to spend most of my life’s savings 
to bail me out and save further blushes. Little 
wonder I grew up with so many hang-ups. 

Same with the cinema. Today, I take my chil¬ 
dren and I ensure they never repeat the mis¬ 
take I made, by withdrawing 50 quid before I 
even set foot in the complex. Sure enough by 
the time three bags of sweets, some popcorn 
and drinks have been precariously carried to 
our seats, that money has disappeared. 

And again, it is a pick ‘n’ mix which lies at 
the centre of the scandal. 

Of course, I’m sorry to hear of Woolworths’ 
predicament. But if it means future genera¬ 
tions never fall victim to the sweet miscalcula¬ 
tion then it’s impending death will not have 
been in vain.

The leading particle 
physicist visited 
Canterbury Christ 
Church University to 
discuss CERN's 'Big 
Bang' experiment and 
the Large Hadron 
Collider 

What is the Large Hadron Collider? 

The collider is a gigantic scientific instrument near 
Geneva, where it spans the border between Switzerland 
and France about 100 metres underground in a circular 
tunnel, 27km in circumference. 

It is a particle accelerator used by physicists to study 
the smallest known particles, the fundamental building 
blocks of all things. It will revolutionise our 
understanding, from the minuscule world deep within 
atoms to the vastness of the universe. 

How does it work? 

Two beams of subatomic particles called hadrons - either 
protons or lead ions - travel in opposite directions inside 
the circular accelerator, gaining energy with every lap. 

Physicists use the collider to recreate the conditions 
just after the Big Bang, by colliding the two beams head- 
on at very high energy. Teams of physicists from around 
the world analyse the particles created in the collisions 
using special detectors in a number of experiments 
dedicated to the collider. 

Summer 2008 saw the completion of the 
commissioning of Compact Muon Solenoid, a 
collaboration by more than 2,000 people and one of the 
four large experiments at the collider. The first dramatic 
beams were circulated in September. 

What is your background in theoretical physics? 

I have been involved with the preparation of the Large 
Hadron Collider at CERN since 1990, and studied physics 
at Oxford, graduating in 1975. 

I then completed a PhD at Imperial College on high- 
energy physics, and went to work at CERN until 1985. 
Since then I've worked at Rutherford Appleton 
Laboratory in Oxfordshire.

CULT rocker Billy Childish is my 
hero - and he should be yours too. 

Here are five reasons why you should cancel 
all plans you may have for this Friday and take 
in his performance with The Musicians of the 
British Empire at The Farmhouse in 
Canterbury instead: 

1. The Chatham-born singer/artist/poet/film¬ 
maker goes under the stage name of Wild Billy 
Childish, an effortlessly cool pseudonym. 

If you or I attempted to adopt such a stage 
name it would come across as juvenile, preten¬ 
tious, or worse-case scenario; both juvenile and 
pretentious. Billy, on the other hand, gets away 
with it.

Angelina's change of heart

ANGELINA Jolie is one of 
the most distinguished act¬ 
resses of her generation. 

She embodies the grace and 
beauty of the old-style Hollywood 
belles as well as being an earth 
mother to her six children and 
devoted partner of actor Brad Pitt. 

The 33-year-old seems to play 
each role - in life and on the big 
screen - with deft aplomb, ensur¬ 
ing that what is private remains 
private, but giving her all to each 
character she plays. 

She becomes so embroiled in 
each performance, in fact, that 
when she first read the script for 
her latest role, as single mother 
Christine Collins in Changeling, 
she turned it down. 

Upsetting 

‘When I read the script, I could 
not put it down and then I said 
‘No’. Immediately. I did not want 
to go near this project because it 
was too upsetting. 

“But then I couldn’t stop talking 
about her,” Angelina, elegant in 
grey, explains. 

“I found myself sitting with peo¬ 
ple and wanting them to know 
about this extraordinary woman 
that you wouldn’t believe what 
happened to her and what these 
people did to her.” 

Changeling, the latest work 
from legendary actor-turned- 
director Clint Eastwood, tells the 
story of Christine, whose son 
Walter disappears without a trace 
in 1928 Los Angeles. 

Five months later, a child who 
claims to be her son is returned by 
police, who are keen to win credit 
for a job well done. 

Dazzled by flashbulbs and over¬ 
whelmed by reporters, Christine 
agrees to take the boy home, even 


though she knows it is not her son. 

Her campaign to find the real 
Walter continues, but in 
Prohibition-era LA, women don’t 
stand up to the system and she is 
sent to a mental institution. 

Christine’s long battle against the 
corrupt system eventually changed 
the course of the city’s history. 

“I found it very inspiring in the 
end,” Angelina continues. 

“It became a story about democ¬ 
racy in action, a story about jus¬ 
tice, about suffering a great loss 


and fighting through it and mak¬ 
ing a change for the future, for 
other people and questioning gov¬ 
ernment and the police. 

“Christine had to walk a very 
fine line and then, when she did 
speak out, they locked her in an 
institution, so she had this real 
struggle to try to behave with 
these corrupt people.” 

Angelina gave birth to twins 
in July this year, and they are 
apparently asleep in her room at 
London’s Claridge’s when we 



meet. Knox and Vivienne are the 
latest additions to her and Brad’s 
brood but were still just a glint in 
their mother’s eye while she was 
filming. 

The actress says that her other 
children - Maddox, seven, Pax, 
four, Zahara, two - who were all 
adopted - and two-year-old Shiloh, 
her first child with Brad, were a 
comfort to her during the harrow¬ 
ing shoot. 

“I had my kids with me as much 
as possible at lunch and after 
doing a day at work I would run 
home,” she reveals. 

“I just wanted to be silly. It was 
so emotional that I found myself 
being really goofy. I was so happy 
that I knew where my kids were 
and they were OK.” 

For an actress at the top of her 
game, it seems unusual, then, 
that Angelina plans to bow out of 
the business. But her family clear¬ 
ly comes first. 

“I’m not making some big retire¬ 
ment announcement, but I have a 
big family and I have a lot of 
responsibility at home. 

“Maybe I’ll make a film once a 
year and then maybe once every 
two years, and then maybe even¬ 
tually I’ll stop.”

In search of the real Holland 


FACT FILE: THE HAGUE

I’D LIKE to extend my gratitude 
to the rowdy group of English 
tourists who accompanied me on 
my flight to Amsterdam. 

Had it not been for their oh-so-stereotypical 
Brits abroad ‘banter’ throughout the entire one- 
hour journey, I may have been tempted to spend 
another weekend in the Dutch capital rather 
than continue on to The Hague as planned. 

Luckily, the middle-aged mob’s mantra - 
smoking cannabis and making countless 
sorties into the red-light district - served only 
to reinforce my desire to search out a deeper, 
truer side of Holland. 

And that’s what I found in The Hague. 

The country’s third-largest city, known by its 
inhabitants as Den Haag, provided the back¬ 
drop for a perfect city break. 

The good people at the Dutch and The 
Hague tourist boards laid on a packed pro¬ 
gramme of culture, fine eating, contemporary 
Brazilian dance/puppetry and drunken danc¬ 
ing on a bar (although this last activity was 
not originally part of the schedule). 

Here’s how I spent my time: 

FRIDAY: Having arrived in Holland shortly after 
11am, less than 30 minutes later we pulled 
into The Hague Central Station and set off on 
foot for our hotel, which was conveniently 
placed near a thriving district of high-street 
shops, intimate boutiques and restaurants. 

Having settled in, we made our way via tram 
to our first tourist destination, the miniature 
world of Madurodam. 

The outdoor visitor attraction plays home to 
dozens of meticulously accurate replicas of the 
area’s most recognisable landmarks. 

Dinner was taken at the oriental-styled 
Restaurant Puck, which served up an array of 
modem fish and meat dishes, all of which was 


cooked up in the busy, open-view kitchen. 
SATURDAY: Having taken in a range of modem 
art at the Gemeentemuseum we were then 
given the chance to take in some Dutch 
classics at the Mauritshuis, Holland’s Royal 
Picture Gallery. 

The compact museum boasts priceless 
works from the likes of Rembrandt and 
Johannes Vermeer, including the latter’s most 
famous piece, Girl With A Pearl Earring. 

While the modem art at our first stop was 
‘interesting’, it’s hard to gaze upon a bundle of 
screwed-up paper or two thick, parallel lines 
on a white canvas with the same admiration 
as a 300-year-old masterpiece. 

With lunchtime fast approaching, we made 
our way to the delightfully regal Hotel Des 
Indes for high tea. 

Next on the agenda was a whistle-stop tour 
of The Hague, taking in the city’s most promi¬ 
nent buildings. 

Highlights included Queen Beatrix’s Paleis 
Noordeinde (official work palace) and the 
beautiful Binnenhof buildings, which house 
the Dutch parliament. 


The tom- was wrapped up with a traditional 
bite to eat - raw herring with onions. Despite 
being not much of a fish fan, the Dutch delica¬ 
cy went down well. 

We spent our evening at the Candance 
Festival taking in a Brazilian contemporary 
dance/puppetry show, which was less preten¬ 
tious than the description implies. 

The plot loosely centred on the Wizard of Oz, 
complete with mby-red slippers and a 6ft foam 
puppet of the Wicked Witch. Don’t ask. 

Drinks were then taken at a cosmopolitan 
pub, where end-of-the-night dancing on the 
bar seemed like a good idea at the time. 
SUNDAY: Hangover. Breakfast. Bus ride to 
the historic city of Delft. With its ancient 
canals, churches and city walls, it gives visitors 
a chance to take in Holland of old. 

The 13th-century city, the birthplace of 
painter Johannes Vermeer, boasts the 
wondrously-named Oude Kerk (old church) 
and Nieuwe Kerk (new church), open market¬ 
place and miles of peaceful canals. 

It proved the ideal place to wind down from 
a long weekend.

Reality check brings 
optimism to market

Better news for 
the first-timers 

THE head of a firm specialising in work¬ 
ing with first-time buyers says the 
prospect for the market is improving. 

Paul Holmes, chief executive of First- 
rung, claimed the falling prices of homes 
meant that more and more properties 
were coming within the reach of buyers. 

However, he added that those who are 
looking to get on the housing ladder need 
to ensure their jobs are safe - and will 
need a larger deposit than previously of 
about 15 to 20 per cent. 

“The good news is that while they 
[first-time buyers] are saving up for the 
deposit, house prices will continue to fall 
and come more in line with affordability 
and their expectations,” said Mr Holmes. 

But he added the first stage for new¬ 
comers to the market would be them 
having to save “furiously” for the deposit 
because of its increase since the credit 
crunch took hold. 



4ll»R1um I 
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Agents demand 
action from top 

ESTATE agents are calling on the 
Government to inject some life into the 
housing market by taking action to help 
the beleagured business. 

A poll by the National Association of 
Estate Agents showed 54 per cent had 
no confidence in the Government, and 
the body is calling for more interest rate 
cuts and a suspension of stamp duty. 

The most recent findings when it 
comes to property analysis have prompt¬ 
ed the call. 

The number of sales per agent was up 
from six to seven - still historically low - 
and the number of first-time buyers 
taking a part in the market increased. 

However, there was a seven per cent 
fall in the number of house-hunters on 
estate agents’ books to 196. 

Prices dive slowing 

THE rate at which house prices are falling 
eased in November, according to analysts. 

The average cost of a home dropped by 
just 0.4 per cent during the month, com¬ 
pared with a slide of 1.3 per cent during 
October, according to the Nationwide 
Building Society. 


LEVELS of home-buying are still 
falling, but estate agents claim 
that they are seeing some early 
positive signs of recovery in the 
property market. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered Sur¬ 
veyors’ (Rics) market survey for October 
points to a slight upturn in prices - although 
that is from what was an extreme low. 

The main factor found to be depressing 
prices was the large stock of unsold properties 
and limited numbers of buyers - but not a 
surge in forced selling, as a high number of 
recession-fuelled repossessions has yet to feed 
into the market. 

The number of completed sales per surveyor 
was also down. 

But the feeling of hope across the market is

improving, with more analysts expecting an 
upturn than had a positive outlook at the start 
of the autumn. 

On average the number of sales per survey¬ 
or fell from 11.5 to 10.9 - the lowest on record 
since 1978 and a fall of 53.6 per cent on a year 
ago. 

Surveyors had on average 80.7 properties on 
their books. 

Rics spokesman Ian Perry said: “The inter¬ 
est rate cut should certainly help support the 
market now lenders have agreed to pass on 
the reduction to borrowers. 

“Even so, the general lack of mortgage 
finance remains a major blockage in the hous¬ 
ing market for a large majority of would-be 
buyers.” 


Along with the two per cent drop in interest 
rates in two months, surveyors did see some 
glimmer of hope. 

Twenty per cent more chartered surveyors 
expect an upturn in sales over the next three 
months, a rise from just four per cent in 
September. 

The increase in optimism is reflected in part 
by an increasing trend of vendors dropping 
asking prices, but it may also be a sign there 
are expectations of a jump in the number of 
repossessions. 

“Many vendors have finally started to accept 
current market conditions and are dropping 
their asking prices to achieve a sale,” Mr Perry 
said. 

“Sales should increase in the coming months 
as more and more sellers understand greater 
realism is the only way to make that long- 
desired move.”

Octavia's given facelift 
to make it even better 

SKODA is launching a revised Octavia 
in January 2009, with an extensive 
facelift, bringing the Czech marque’s 
best-seller into line with the rest of the 
current range.

Car chief makes a call 
for Government lifeline 

CARMAKERS need Government help to 
mitigate the impact of a downturn that 
“looks certain to get worse before it gets 
better”, says a car chief. 

It was “appropriate and necessary” for 
the Government to support the industry, 
added Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders president Graham Smith. 

UK support was needed over and 
above the proposed 40 billion euro loan 
package which may soon be agreed by 
European finance ministers.

“We have asked for the finance divi¬ 
sions of vehicle manufacturers to get 
access to the same special liquidity 
arrangements as are now available to the 
banks.

Sowing a Ceed of doubt 
in the minds of Ford & Co 


KIA’S Ceed hints at why Ford, the 
original blue-collar brand, is trying 
to don a white collar. 

Okay, Ceed is one of the sillier model names 
on the market, but nobody is laughing at the 
headquarters of traditional mainstream car- 
makers like Ford, Vauxhall or Peugeot. 

This five-door Ford Focus rival looks good, 
feels European, is priced keenly and comes 
with a seven-year/100,000-mile warranty - 
unprecedented and still unchallenged on the 
UK market. 

It still cannot quite match the Ford dynami¬ 
cally, but the gap is not so great; the interior of 
the Kia concedes little, while some drivers 
might prefer its more pliant ride. 

The big question for would-be owners 
though is: which engine? Ceed prices start at 
£11,270 in supermini territory rather than 
Focus class, but that buys the 1.4-litre petrol 
‘cooking’ version. 

Most buyers will opt instead for a 1.6 petrol 
(from £11,820) or 1.6 diesel (from £12,570), but 
it is still a tough call because the old argument 
that the petrol will be more refined is under¬ 
mined by the fact that Kia’s 1.6 unit is only

average on that front, while its two diesel sis¬ 
ters are silky for this class. 

You pay more upfront for the diesels though 
and need to be confident of covering enough 
miles to enable the greater economy to recoup 
that extra cash. 

There is less to ponder about the interior; 
after a previous generation Kia Rio - the car it 
replaced effectively, since the current Rio is 
closer to supermini class - this is a quantum 
leap in quality and comfort, with a decent 
built-in CD/audio system and steering wheel 
controls now arranged in the normal indica- 
tors-to-the-left ‘European’ way. 

Try to press on with the Ceed and the forgiv¬ 
ing suspension allows it to pitch more than a 
Focus or Vauxhall Astra, though it is never 
lacks grip or tests confidence. 

If this sounds like a deal-breaker though, try 
the more tautly arranged three-door Proceed 
version. 

There is also a third family member worth 
considering - the capacious and practical Ceed 
SW estate. 

No wonder Ford & Co are worried.

Banks' turn to help 
firms out of bad debt 


BANKS had better pull 
out their fingers and start 
lending at sensible levels 
to struggling businesses. 

The stiff verdict comes after the 
news that more than half of UK 
accountants reckon bad debts are 
one of the biggest worries for 
bosses. 

Research by invoice and asset- 
based lender Venture Finance 
shows the knock-on domino effect 
of lack of cash, leading to late pay¬ 
ments among firms along the 
chain, is unsurprisingly having a 
major impact. 

Up to now, lack of liquidity - 
ready day-to-day cash - in the 
general banking market has 
already meant companies face 
difficulties when trying to re¬ 
finance - resulting in business¬ 
es of all sizes experiencing more 
and more late payments and 
bad debt. 

Available 

In Chancellor Alistair Darling’s 
pre-Budget report last week the 
Government agreed a whopping 
£4 billion deal with the European 
Investment Bank for banks to 
pass on, and seven UK banks 
have already asked to be part of 
the action, and could be making 
money available by the end of the 
year. 

There is also the credit worth 
£lbn to small firms which will be 
offered by the Government via 
a temporary Small Business 
Finance Scheme, and Mr Darling 
said from January that there will 
be short-term working capital 
help to small exporters to the 
tune of another £lbn. 

Venture, which has a regional 
office in Canterbury covering the 
whole county, says that small and

medium sized enterprises (SMEs) 
feel threatened by forecasts that 
the number of business failures 
between 2007 and 2009 is expect¬ 
ed to increase by 18 per cent. 

But scores of businesses have 
no bad debt protection in place, 
often, it says, a result of having 
misplaced confidence in their cus¬ 
tomers. 

Just one in five of accountants 
surveyed had business clients cur¬ 
rently using protection services. 

Dangerous 

Tim Bourner, Venture’s 
Canterbury business develop¬ 
ment manager, said: “The mis¬ 
guided assumption that ‘it will 
never happen to me’ is very dan¬ 
gerous, especially in these uncer¬ 
tain times. 

“It is predicted that insolvency 
levels will continue to rise 
throughout this year and next, 
surpassing even those of the 
dot.com bubble burst in 2002, 
which saw almost 20,000 busi¬ 
ness fail, and the subsequent rip¬ 
ples will be far-reached. 

“It is encouraging, however, to 
see that accountants recognise 
the value of bad debt protection - 
perhaps because they have wit¬ 
nessed the consequences of busi¬ 
nesses not doing so in the past.” 

Bad debt protection gives full 
cover on invoices, providing small 
to medium enterprises peace of 
mind and sheltering business 
against unforeseen loss of income. 

Especially for a young company, 
late payment and non-payment 
can have a significant effect on 
cashflow, causing huge financial 
strain and threatening business 
security.

FOUR Kent cricketers in the 
England Performance Programme 
returned to the county on Friday 
after their tour of India was can¬ 
celled due to the terror attacks in 
Mumbai. 

Joe Denly Rob Key, Amjad Khan 
and Robbie Joseph were 500 miles 
away in Bangalore preparing for 
their first warm-up match when the 
attacks began last Wednesday. 

It has emerged the Kent quartet 
could easily have been caught up in 
the chaos but for a late change in 
itinerary.

Vaughan, who was also in the EPP, 
wrote in his column with a national

camp for the squad was due to be 
Mumbai, but it was switched to 
Bangalore. 

The team would have stayed in the 
Taj Mahal, one of the hotels where 
terrorists attacked. 

The EPP squad were due to travel 
to Mumbai today, ahead of a fort¬ 
night spent training in the city which 
included a four-day game. 

But due to the increased threat 
to security the England & Wales 
Cricket Board (ECB) took a 
decision to send the 15 players back 
home straight away, along with the 


main England squad. 

ECB managing director Hugh 
Morris said: “This is a tragic event 
and the players feel desperately 
sorry for all that are caught up in the 
events in Mumbai. They’re very dis¬ 
turbed by it as we all are.” 

The first team squad’s remaining 
two One-Day Internationals against 
India were immediately scrapped. 

The news was a particular blow to 
paceman Khan, who had been called 
up into the squad for the games as 
cover for the injured Andrew Flintoff 
and Stuart Broad. 

The team are expected to return to 
India for the two-match Test series 
next month, but it is unclear whether 
the EPP squad will join them.

Harland handed new 
role in sport as she 
contemplates future 

INJURY robbed her of the chance to com¬ 
pete in the modem pentathlon at the 
Beijing Olympics, but Georgina Harland is 
hoping to play an influential role in the 
sport up to the London Games. 

The 30-year-old’s chances of returning to 
elite competition still hang in the balance 
more than six months after rupturing a calf 
muscle. But last week Harland’s career took 
a new direction when she was announced 
as the chair for the Athletes Committee at 
the sport’s congress in Guatemala. 

The Athens Olympic bronze medallist 
from Canterbury will serve a four-year 
term in the voluntary role, which starts 
in January, travelling all over the world to 
represent athletes’ interests. 

She said: “My aim is to ensure the athletes 
are represented fairly and their opinions and 
ideas are heard because they are instru¬ 
mental to the sport. I have had ten really 
good years out of pentathlon and now I 
want to give something back.” 

Her position gives her a seat on the exec¬ 
utive board of the sport’s governing body, 
the International Modern Pentathlon 
Union (UIPM). 

Harland’s tenure begins at an uncertain 
time for the sport, which is undergoing the 
most radical change since its creation in the 
19th century. At the congress the UIPM 
approved plans to combine the shooting 
and running events into a single discipline, 
which will come into force in January. 

The decision was taken to make modem 
pentathlon more media and spectator 
friendly, with the final event becoming a 
summer version of the biathlon seen in the 
Winter Olympics. 

It has been met with criticism from some 
quarters and one of Harland’s first tasks 
will be to help smooth the transition to the 
new format. 

She said: “Some athletes are unhappy with 
the speed of the changes that have been 
brought in. That’s the main concern because 
most of them haven’t been able to test it. 

“This is the future and we have four years 
to get it right before London 2012. In terms 
of representing the athletes my next step is 
to ensure they get the support they need.”
